Regulation  19.  The  Board  may  at  its  discretion 
accept  the  licences  or  certificates  issued  by  any 
other  Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  in  any 
Province  of  Canada,  or  the  graduation  certificates 
from  any  school  of  optometry  recognized  by  the 
Board,  or  a diploma  from  any  recognized  univer- 
sity issued  to  any  person  who  is  a British  subject 
as  evidence  of  proficiency  in  optometry,  and  may 
grant  a certificate  of  exemption  to  such  person  if 
the  applicant  was  practising  optometry  in  British 
Columbia  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  “ British 
Columbia  Optometry  Act,  1921.” 

Regulation  20.  The  Board  may  at  its  discretion 
grant  a certificate  of  exemption  upon  special  terms 
to  any  British  subject  who  has  served  with  the 
military  or  naval  forces  of  Great  Britain  in  the 
Great  War,  providing  that  such  person  satisfies 
the  Board  of  their  proficiency  in  optometry  and  of 
their  service  in  the  Great  War. 
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Regulation  21.  No  certificate  of  registration  or 
exemption  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  who  has 
not  a permanent  place  of  business  or  office  within 
this  Province,  and  the  applicant  must  prove  to  the 
Board  that  he  has  such  permanent  headquarters 
before  a certificate  will  be  granted. 

Regulation  22.  No  person  shall  travel  from  house 
to  house  to  practise  optometry  in  this  Province ; 
but  may  visit  any  person  who  is  unable  to  go  from 
home,  if  specifically  requested  to  do  so,  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  their  eyes  and  fitting  glasses.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.
